Moisture 

The chief controlling factor in 
crop production in north western 
Saskatchewan is moisture. Al¬ 
though there is no known way of 
controlling tih‘e supply of muoist- 
ure or precipitation it is interest¬ 
ing to compare average records of 
previous years with the present 
conditions. 

The total snow-fall recorded at 
the Scott Experimental Station 
for the winter 1924-25 was forty- 
seven and eight tenths inches 
while the average for the four 
previous years was tIMrty-one 
and nine tenths inches, a differ¬ 
ence of approximately 16 inches. 

The rainfall received in 1925 
previous to April 29 ((the time of 
writing) is one and f)o(ur tenths 
inches while the average for* the 
four previous years is only 1 fourty- 
three one hundredths (43-100) of 
of an inch. A difference of ap¬ 
proximately one inch. 

Ten inches of average snow is 
Considered equal to about 1 inch 
of water, hence with 16 inches 
more snow and 'one inch more rain 
there was about 2y 2 inches more 
water liberated on tlhe land in the 
spring of 1925 previous to April 
29 than the average for the pre- 
vous four years befoire May 1st.

THE DAIRY POOL 

The membership in the dairy 
pool is $2.00. The term off the 
contract is for five years includ¬ 
ing all the milk or cream to the 
order of the pool, save such milk 
ct cream as he uses foir family 
purposes oir the feeding of stock. 

The pool is to market the milk 
cream to the best advantage, 
and has thie power to acquire and 
operate creameries and other such 
dairy plants or cold storage 
plants. The proceeds frMm the 
sale of all cream or milk or other 
products are to be divided in 
fund, the cheese fund, and the 
fluid milk fund. There will he 
deducted from these funds the 
cost of handling the products, in¬ 
cluding freight and express 
charges, etc., bait not the freght 
or express frofm point oif ship¬ 
ment to point of accepted deliv¬ 
ery by thie pool, which charges 
producer. Five per cent is to 
be deducted monthly frotm the 
amounts due the producers fbr a 
reserve fund. Initial payments 
will be made the 1st and 15th of 
each month next after delivery. 
The pool has the power to es- 
tablsh grades for the products 
they handle, subject to theh 
Dairymen’s Act. The dary pool 
will be managed by a Board of 
seven directors, representing the 
seven districts into which the 
province has been divided for the 
purpbses of the pool.

seven inches less than during, the 
past winter. The rain in 1924 
previous to April 30 was only 
four one hundredths of one inch 
none of which was received dur¬ 
ing April and only one and eight 
tenths during Mpy, June and 
July. 

During th'e past ten years in 
northwestern Saskatchewan the 
yield of grain has not been in 
proportion to the total amout of 
precipitation for the year but the 
the growing period has been more 
effective in producing high 
yields. However, tlh'e fact that 
spring moisture for 1925 has 
amounted to two and a half inch¬ 
es of water more than the average 
for four years is sufficient reason 
for optimism regarding the early 
part of the growing season.

We were forcibly reminded of this the other day, when we 
learned that at least three chimney's in the district need rebuilding. 
One of these chimneys, in particulaar has an interesting record. It 
was built in the early days by a skilled bricklayer with cement bricks 
(the 'only ones available at that period). The cement bricks have 
proven quite unsuitable for this purpose and have been found to be 
crumbling down like clay. Further the woodpeckers apparently 
made this chimney a place for sharpening their beaJks for they con¬ 
tributed towards the ruination of the structure by chipping out por¬ 
tions of both brickwlork and cement. The chimney has been taken 
down and it was f,ound to be rotten all the way, both within and 
without the buiding 1 .
